Illinois—Fair and Warmer 
By M. S. PRESCOTT 


cast from the curtain-raiser at Illinois State Fair 

on August 20 and 21. The numbers—164 head 
actually in the ring—-were large enough to afford strong 
competition in all classes, while the quality was dis- 
tinctly pleasing. Unfortunately they ran into a week of 
extreme temperatures, with hardly a day getting down 
below the 100 degree mark, and ranging up to around 
110, and the cattle suffered terribly... This did not seem 
to affect.the attendance greatly, with 100,000 crowds 
the rule rather than the exception, but personally I have 
never put in a more uncomfortable week from a weather 
standpoint. The race horses seemed to like it, however, 
as Mr. E. J. Baker’s (Silver Glen Farm) Greyhound 
negotiated a mile on Friday in 1:57%4, the fastest time 
ever made in a race. 

But to get on with the Holstein show. This proved 
to be virtually a 4-way dog-fight by Elmwood, Maytag, 
Larsen and Wimbledon, with Dick Paul always threat- 
ening, and once in a while making good his threat. 
Elmwood’s show herd, all of their own breeding and 
all descended from King Bessie, took Premier Exhibitor 
and Premier Breeder honors. Their winnings included 
one junior championship, five firsts, five seconds and 
three thirds. The H. O. Larsen herd of Iowa, piloted 
this year by Jim Bollerup, was the second largest win- 
ner, crashing through with five firsts and six seconds. 
Maytag and Wimbledon were tied with three blues and 
three reds each, but Maytag had both bull champions 
in addition, and was a little ahead on total winnings. 

The Bull Classes 

Fireworks started in the first class of the day, the 
aged bulls. This brought out a dozen entries, the three- 
year-olds not having a separate class. Interest rather 
promptly settled into the double battle involved between

Wimbledon Dean Marathon and Man-O-War Progressor, 
both three-year-olds, and their comparison with that 
veteran campaigner, Man-O-War 30th. The Progressor 
bull, a massive, up-standing fellow weighing close to 
2800 pounds, finally received the call and it was com- 
paratively easy sailing from then on to the Grand Cham- 
pionship. Dean plainly showed the effects of five torrid 
days on the road and the terrific heat of the week. He 
was not moving well and this was the final deciding 
point, Judge Hansen stated. It has been long since we 
have had two such 3-year-olds as this out together and 
their meeting are going to be worth watching. Man-O- 
War 30th is showing practically in breeding condition. 
It still takes a real bull to rate with this veteran cam- 
paigner, condition or no condition, Last year’s All- 
American senior yearling bull topped the 2-year-old class 
for Maytag, and they also had the first prize bull calf 
and junior champion male in Man-O-War Concentrate, 
sensational top of the Indianapolis National Sale last 
June at $1,600. Elmwood won the senior yearlings 
class with the Gypsie bull that was first prize calf ‘at 
the National last fall, and Larsen headed a _ rather 
mediocre junior yearling class with a well balanced son 
of his Forum Monogram. The calf class was a real 
battle between two Maytag entries, Concentrate, and 
a big son of DeCreamCo Calamity Posch, and ‘Peter’, 
stylish black son of Wimbledon Dean Marathon.

Dean calf was the flashiest thing in the

many friends. At any rate they were three excellent 
calves, and week after week, any one of them get the 
nod.

The aged class brought out the outstanding

championship caliber. These were the eventual winners: 
Dick Paul’s Lass Ormsby Clyde, a former Indian Cham- 
pion and with an 800-lb. fat record; Larsen’s Johanna 
Tidy Vale Lady, who will be remembered as his sensa- 
tional Reserve All-American 2-year-old of two years 
ago; and Cato Pines Ormsby Fobes Lady, Wimbledon 
star, purchased in the recent Brentwood sale with this 
special occasion in mind. Dick Paul’s cow, showing at 
the tag-end of her lactation, was at a little disadvantage 
in udder, but has unusual veining and is a dairy ma- 
chine par excellence. The Larsen heifer, showing in 
4-year-old form, recently fresh, is going to be very 
hard to beat when she gets into 4-year-old classes. Old 
Cato has been milking her head off since she freshened 
in May and in the heat it has been impossible to keep 
any flesh on her. Best uddered cow in the ring. Wim- 
bledon’s Tidy Duchess daughter of Sir Inka May headed 
the 3-year-old class, and Bessie Ormsby Minnie, last 
year’s All-American senior yearling, won the 2-year-old 
section. A big strong heifer, as she promised last year, 
she is recently fresh and carries quite a satisfactory 
udder. Still a little low in the pins, her size, strength 
and evident dairy ability appealed to Axel. Maytag 
had a ‘“watch-charm” daughter of Man-O-War 62nd in 
second place over a Colony-bred heifer shown by Dick 
Paul that we think is going to appeal to some of the 
judges before the season is over. Two black King 
Bessie daughters fought it out in the senior yearling 
class, with Onyx receiving the call over Oriole (last 
year’s All-American calf). Not all of us thoroughly 
agreed with the judge, but it didn’t seem to make an 
difference . In the junior yearlings, Larsen won with 
a strong-built Monogram daughter. More refined in 
second place was Bessie Ormsby Ormsby Priscilla, full 
sister to Nywood, last year’s All-American for the same 
class. There was never a doubt in the calf class. Forum

The Groups 

Honors in the Groups were well divided. Elmwood 
had first and third awards in Get of Sire, both by King 
Bessie. The top group was mature, made up of King 
Bessie 36th, Coquette, Iva and Minnie. Maytag scored 
in second position with a group by Man-O-War 62nd, 
headed by the Grand Champion of the show. We look 
for them to do even better as they go on. Dick Paul 
also had a strikingly uniform group by King Bessie 
Korndyke Ormsby that had many ringside friends. 
Larsen, as mentioned, left no room for doubt in the 
Produce of Dam class. Winners in other classes were 
Wimbledon in Dairy Herd and Calf Herd, Larsen in 
Graded Herd and Elmwood in Yearling Herd. Gover- 
nor’s trophy for the best animals by one exhibtor was 
won by Elmwood.

Wisconsin Over The Top 


Biggest Since 1931—Best Quality in Its History—Illinois Fair Champions Repeat 
By M. S. PRESCOTT 


ITH an even 250 head forward in the individual 
\W classes and 33 exhibitors breaking into the prize- 
winning column, Wisconsin’s great State Fair, 
celebrating the Territorial Centennial of Washington, put 
on a Holstein show that was a thorough-going credit to 
the state and to the breed. It was Wisconsin’s largest show 
since 1931, and many observers felt that the quality might 
outrank any previous show here. Four outside states 
were represented, in addition to Wisconsin Breeders. 
While these outside exhibits were a great addition to 
the class of the show, the display from Wisconsin 
breeders was a most impressive demonstration of the 
importance of this state as a source of seed stock and 
the wide spread interest which the Holstein breeders of 
this state take in type and breed improvement. 
Elmwood won Premier Breeder honors, thanks to 
their uniform strength in the group classes. Besides 
their junior champion female they won more ribbons (23) 
than any other Holstein exhibitor, including 4 firsts, 4 
seconds, a third and 2 fourths. Maytag was Premier Ex- 
hibitor with a senior and grand champion bull and 18 
other ribbons including 4 firsts, 2 seconds, 2 thirds and 5 
fourths. Pabst also had 18 ribbons, including a first, 
a second, 3 thirds and a fourth, quite a remarkable 
showing when you consider that they exhibited only 
one bull. Paul Farms, with senior and grand champion 
female had 16 other ribbons, including 2 firsts, 3 seconds, 
a third and 2 fourths. Wisconsin Board of Control has 
junior champion bull and 14 other ribbons, with one 
first, 3 seconds, 2 thirds and 2 fourths. Oosterhuis had 
2 firsts, 1 second and 11 other ribbons. Other winners 
of first prizes were Milwaukee County Institutions and 
Emil Titel. Wimbledon did not succeed in breaking into 
the blue ribbon class, but were well up among the 
leaders for total money, having 13 prizes including 2 
seconds, 3 thirds and 4 fourths. 
The Bull Classes 
The aged bull class, including the 3-year-olds, was 
berhaps as great a class of mature masculinity as has 
ever been forward in our breed. Man-O-War Progressor, 
fresh from his triumph at Illinois, went handily to the 
top again for Maytag and duplicated his Illinois honors. 
erhaps a little up-standing, but still with plenty of 
| as his 2800 Ib. weight testifies, he carries himself

Dean shows more dairy character than either of the 
others, and is much broader behind, but his leg has 
been bothering somewhat and this has operated to his 
disadvantage. After the three 3-year-olds came Wis- 
consin Board’s heavy-built Pietertje Ormsby Denver 
Price over Man-O-War 30th, who has never before been 
forced down the line as low as fifth. Last year’s cham- 
pion, Milwaukee County Institutions’ King Bessie 36th, 
could do no better than sixth, Maytag scored again in 
the 2-year-old class with Man-O-War Ormsby Posch, 
last year’s All-American senior yearling, getting the 
first notch on the handsome Jerry Riordan Trophy here 
offered for the first time. Runner-up was Wisconsin 
Board’s spotted former Reserve All-American, Waupun 
Tritomia Fobes. King Bessie Gypsie topped the senior 
yearlings handily for Elmwood, as at Illinois. The junior 
yearling class brought out a new star in Wisconsin 
Mendota Ollis Progressor, a very stylish, well-balanced 
son of King Bessie Progressor, bred and exhibited by 
Wisconsin Board of Control. In fact at their home state 
fair they this year showed only animals of their own 
breeding. Another King Bessie grandson from Dick 
Paul’s herd was in second place after a close battle. The 
Progressor bull later was made Junior Champion of 
the show. Curtain--raiser of the show, and a forecast 
of what was to come, was the bull calf class. There 
were 29 out and they gave Judge Rhode a real work-out. 
He finally reached the same conclusion as Axel for his 
top and put up the new Maytag junior herd sire, Man- 
O-War Concentrate. He lacks a little in style, but ana- 
lyzes well. A big Maytag Posch son was moved up to 
second place and another choice son of King Bessie Pro- 
gressor (Wis. Board) was fitted into third place above 
Wimbledon’s flashy Dean son. 
Female Classes 

Twenty moneys in the aged class and 31 cows com- 
peting for it. It is no exaggeration to say the quality 
ran farther than the 20 places and there were some 
very good cows left outside. It was announced ihat 29 
of the 31 cows had records, the highest being over 960 
lbs. fat. Dick Paul’s popular Illinois Champion re- 
peated here. She is springing quite rapidly and really 
looked better here than last week. A splendid dairy 
matron. With a little tidier udder she would rate with 
the real greats. Wimbledon’s Cato Pines Ormsby Fobes 
Lady stood next above a real little dairy cow, Babe 
Mooie Korndyke, owned by Ben Schwartz & Sons, John 
Hetts was at the halter, and John does not usually volun- 
teer in that capacity unless there is something real to 
handle. Our old friend, Branline Johanna Ollie, return- 
ing to the haunts of her youth, made a good fourth for 
Wimbledon.

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Vaccination For Abortion Control 





8- Year Experience in Quonquont Herd—Interview with Veterinarian in Charge 
By M. S. PRESCOTT 


T IS the belief of many practical live stock men that 
i the problem of abortion control will never be ade- 

quately and satisfactorily solved until some practical 
method of vaccination or other treatment is devised to 
provide immunity to the disease. The blood testing pro- 
gram has accomplished a great deal but it has very de- 
finite limitations and objections. Among these perhaps 
the most serious from the standpoint of our breeding 
berds is the frequent destruction of valuable breeding 
animals. Then there is the danger of wholesale trouble 
if infection in some way is introduced into a clean herd. 
Further, there is the assurance of trouble through lack 
of resistance if a pregnant cow from a clean herd of 
long standing is sold into a herd that is infected. Add 
to this the variations that are found in results at differ- 
ent laboratories, which increases the hazards of shipping 
valuable animals into some other state where a re-test 
may be required, and, finally, the chaotic conditions that 
has resulted from a multiplicity of state regulations, 
mostly different in their requirements, some of which 
have a fairly clear purpose of restricting inter-state 
trade. 


And as yet so general and universal are the state laws 
on the subject, and so widespread the efforts to comply 
with the blood test system, that breeders are practically 
forced to follow along this path if they are to sell any 
breeding animals at all. Some breeders have been fortu- 
nate in having only a small percentage of reactors when 
starting their blood testing program. In others, the 
niortality has been very serious, but thousands of herds, 
with the aid of some public funds to indemnify for 
slaughtered reactors, have succeeded in cleaning up, and, 
rarticularly the larger herds, have been sitting on a hot 
griddle ever since wondering when a break would come. 

Checking up with various authorities on the subject 
of abortion. disease control, I found quite general agree- 
ment that the present program of blood testing, expensive 
though it is, is making progress; that vaccination is still 
in the experimental stage; that most of the state experi- 
ment stations are leaving the work largely to the U. S. 
Bureau of Animal Industry to do, and there is real inter- 
est in what Dr. Cotton and Dr. Buck and associates in 
Washington are doing along the line of calf vaccination. 
The feeling is apparently very general in the profession 
that this is the most promising line of experimentation 
yet undertaken on this subject. 


Quon-quont Stock Farms, Whately, Mass., have been 
quietly carrying on a vaccinating program for the past 
eight years or more, and a review of their results may 
be worthwhile. Mr. F. U, Wells, owner, and General 
Superintendent Hugh Morrill and Herd Superintendent 
Harvey Sinclair have been very gracious in turning over 
to me for study all the herd records for this period. Dr. 
A. S. Cleaves, the veterinarian who has had charge of 
the work in this herd during the entire period, has also 
been most helpful in providing pertinent information 
based on his experience. 

History 

The Quon-quont Stock Farm was purchased by Mr. 
Wells in 1922 for the purpose of establishing a breeding 
herd of Holstein catle. Foundation animals of merit 
were purchased and the herd was making fine progress 
until about 1925, when trouble began to be experienced 
with abortion disease. In 1926-27, about 70% of the 
calf crop was either born dead, or died shortly after. 
Desperate measures seemed necessary if the herd was to 
continue in existence. After wide consultation, Mr. 
Wells learned that Dr. A. S. Cleaves of Gardner, Mass., 
had been having remarkable success in controlling abor- 
tion in commercial dairy herds, so Dr. Cleaves was called 
into consultation on the Quon-quont problem, and has 
been in charge of it ever since. At first, each cow was 
vaccinated each year 60 days before breeding. In 1929 
this period was reduced to four weeks. In 1932, the 
older animals were considered immune, and from then 
on only the heifers have been vaccinated. At first, they 
were vaccinated as yearlings shortly before time for the 


first time breeding. By 1933, this procedure was 
changed slightly and the calves are now vaccinated at 
from four to eight months of age, preferably at about six 
months old. 

To check up on the results of this program, I person- 
sonally inspected the breeding record of this herd from 
1929 to date, covering every anima] that was in the 
herd or sold during the period. Here is a summary of 
what I found. In 1929, there was one abortion. That 
cow is still in the herd, has since dropped five living 
calves and is bred again, and the cow in her last blood 
test in 1935 was negative at all dilutions above 1:25. 

In 1930, two cows aborted and have since been dis- 
persed of, one of them after freshening normally again 
and being safe in calf for another freshening. In 1931, 
there was one abortion. This cow was sold and is still 
breeding regularly for the purchaser. 

In 1932, three abortions are recorded. Two of them 
are charged against one heifer who lost both her first 
and second calves. She is still in the herd, has dropped 
three normal] calves and in 1935 was negative above 
1:50. The other cow to abort this year was the famous 
1,000-lb. fat producer, Fayne Beauty Walker Ona, who 
calved prematurely after finishing her second high rec- 
ord, and died a month later. 

In 19338, there were two abortions. Butter Girl 
aborted in April, and has since calved twice normally 
and is in calf again. On the 1935 test, she was negative 
above 1:25. The other abortion was in October, and this 
cow had some trouble in breeding but freshened normally 
in March 1936. 

In 1934, one abortion took place in February. This 
cow calved normally in both 1935 and 1936, and on the 
last blood test stood negative above 1:50. 

There was no abortions in the herd during 1935. The 
1936 record shows two abortions, to date, one cow and 
one heifer. The cow dropped an eight months calf, not 
a typical abortion from Bang’s Disease, and Dr. Cleaves 
is of the opinion that some other cause may have been 
present. The heifer had a typical abortion, and Dr. 
Cleaves’ opinion here is that there may have been some 
defect in the vaccine which is a rather delicately adjusted 
product. 

We submit that in a herd that is producing annually 
around 60 live calves, this record is a most excellent 
one—less than 2% of abortions from a herd that was so 
thoroughly peppered with trouble at the beginning of 
the period. Few, if any, all-negative herd of this size 
can duplicate the record. 

Now as to the blood test record of the Quon-quont 
herd. For his own informaion, Mr. Wells has had pe- 
riodic blood tests made of the herd. These results have 
been somewhat obscured because of the temporary 4is- 
turbing effect of vaccinations. The last complete herd 
blood test was made in April 1935. Out of 105 animals 
tested, there were two that were positive in all dilutions. 
These were a pair that had been recently purchased. of 
the other 103, all were negative at 1:100. Kighteen, 
however, were doubtful at 1:50 and thirty more at 1:25. 
All the young heifers were completely negative. 

Interview With Dr. Cleaves 

There were many questions in my mind about this 
vaccination business so an appointment was arranged 
with Dr. Cleaves. The Doctor I found to be a veteran 
of 43 years of active practice, big, red-cheeked, virile, 
and with a personality that inspires confidence. 

Dr. Cleaves started the use of vaccine in control of 
abortion disease ten years ago at Haywood Farm, Gard- 
ner, Mass., a commercial dairy. The results were 80 
strikingly good that he has been continuing it ever since, 
and stated to me that this is the most satisfactory work 
he has done in his long years of practice. He uses a 
standard vaccine, containing semi-killed virus. He states 
that by use of this vaccine it is possible to check abor- 
tion troubles almost absolutely but that for the pure 
bred breeder the provlem is presented of interference 
with sales of breeding stock under present regulations.

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“Countess”— An Obituary 


greatest lifetime producer of butter fat of any 

breed, is dead and her career as a producer ended. 
She died Sunday, August 9, at the Springbank Farm of 
her breeder and owner, T. R. Dent, Woodstock, Ont., 
nearly four weeks after dropping a bull calf weighing 
155 pounds. 

Calving on one of the hottest days of July with such 
a large calf at her advanced age—she would have been 
17 years old in November—proved to be too much for 
her and although she rallied well and gave her owners 
hopes of saving her, she later suffered a relapse from 
which there was no recovery. The calf was dead at 
birth, having suffocated during the long ordeal of de- 
livery. 

In December of last year, Springbank Snow Countess 
finished her tenth R. O. P. record, which was 18,991 lbs. 
of 4.3% milk, 822 lbs. butterfat. It was her eighth rec- 
ord above 800 lbs. fat, a showing unapproached by any 
other cow of any breed. It gave her a life total for the 
ten lactations of 9,062 lbs. fat from 207,050 lbs. milk, 
4.37%, a total that sets a new life mark for fat for all 
breeds that will not be equalled for many years if ever 
anywhere in the world. She is the only cow of the breed 
with three records above 1,100 lbs. fat, the only one of 
any breed with five records above 1,000 lbs. fat, six above 
900 lbs. fat or eight above 800 lbs. fat. Her list of great 
records follows, all made on three-time milking except 
for brief periods in her early history when she was one 
seven-day test, when she was milked four times daily.

On an individuality score, “Countess” carried an of- 
ficial rating of Excellent in Canadian Advanced Registry, 
which is the second highest rating obtainable, and at 
least two of her daughters have been rated Gold Medal, 
which is the second highest rating obtainable, and at 
Gold Medal granddaughters both through her sons and 
daughters. 

Studying her list of great records, it will be noted 
that one of them, the month of her ten records, is much 
smaller than the others. This was the year that she 
dropped twin bull calves, both of which died at birth, an 
ordeal that nearly cost Countess her life. Careful nurs- 
Ing and almost complete rest carried her through the 
year, however, and her milk was weighed and tested by 
the R. O. P. supervisor in order to keep her lifetime record 
unbroken, although she did not make R. O. P. require- 
ments. In this rest lactation, she was bred again as soon 
as possible and at her tenth calving made a record of 882 
lbs. fat, the largest ever made in Canada by a 15-year- 
old cow. . ; 

In her eleven freshening, Springbank Snow Countess 
las dropped twelve calves, six heifers and six bulls. Three 
bulls as we have seen died at birth. Her oldest son, 


Springbank Snow Sylvius 59047, was sold when young to 
Hon T. A. Crearar, Clandeboye, Manitoba, where he be- 
came an XX sire with 24 R. O. P. daughters that have 
records averaging 513 lbs. fat from 14,232 lbs. milk, 3.61% 
the average including six records in two-year-old form, 
six as three-year-olds and two as four-year-olds, only ten 
being in mature form. Eight of the records in the above 
average are 305-day records and three of them are on 
two-time milking. One of his daughters, Amulree Echo 
Sylvia, has quite a start on a lifetime record, with 
76,845 lbs. milk, 3.87%, 2,976 lbs. fat in her first five 
lactations and nine others have made three or more 
good R. O. P. records each. 

The second son of Springbank Snow Countess is 
Springbank Aristocrat, now in service in the Dent herd, 
where one of his daughters is now threatening to break 
the world milk record for heifers under 2% years old on 
three-time milking, and showing a good fat test. “‘Aristo- 
crat now weighs close to 3,000 pounds and will likely 
be seen at the C. N. E. this fall. 

Her third son, Springbank Expectation, will be re- 
membered as selling recently to Japan for $5,000. This 
youngster has also seen some Service in the Dent herd 
and in other herds of Oxford County. 

Five of the six daughters of ‘“‘Countess’’ have made 
fine R. O. P. records and the sixth is now milking heavily 
in her first lactation. Her highest record daughters is 
Springbank Abbekerk Snow, with 954 lbs. fat as a four- 
year-old. In her first four lactations this young cow 
has produced 81,087 Ibs. of almost 3.7% milk and her 
fifth lactation should put her well over the 100,000-Ib. 
mark. <A slightly older daughter of ‘Countess’ already 
is a 100,000-lb. cow with over 3.6% test in her first five 
lactations. She is Springbank Countess Re-Echo and 
like her sister, her largest record came at four years old, 
when she made 8§6 Ibs, fat. She is owned in the Kellam 
herd at Weston, Ont. The first daughter of ‘‘Countess’”’ 
was Springbank Snow Princess, with 658 lbs. fat from 
17,236 lbs. milk, 3.82%, as a two-year-old, and her sec- 
ond daughter, Springbank Re-Echo Countess, recently 
made a nine-vear-old record of 632 lbs. fat from 17,555 
Ibs. milk, 3.6% test. Still another daughter is Spring- 
bunk Countess Finderne, who made in the Dent herd a 
record of 657 lbs. fat at less than two years old and then 
sold to Lauxmont Farms, Wrightsville, Pa., where she 
made a junior four-year-old record of 720.6 lbs. fat in 
three-time milking work. 

The best record of ‘‘Countess’ and of each of her 
five daughters average over 829 lbs. fat, one of the high- 
est averages ever reported for dam and five daughters. 
Those six cows have in all made 24 records that average 
786.17 lbs. fat from 19,996.5 lbs. milk, average test 
3.94%, which is believed to be a world record for s0 
Inany records by any dam and her five daughters. Sev- 
cral of these daughters have in turn produced good rec- 
ord daughters and great proven sons. 

Springbank Snow Countess has been buried in front 
of the barn where she was housed during her long and 
useful life and we are told that the Dents plan to erect 
in her memory a suitable monument on the plot which 
will be fenced and landscaped. A more enduring monu- 
raent, however, even if less tangible, will be her unap- 
proached record of production and reproduction.

Improving C. T. A. Records 


HE Bureau of Dairy Industry announces a new 

i system of identification, now being perfected, which 

should have far reaching effects in increasing and 

extending the scope and value of Dairy Herd Improve- 
ment Association (C. T. A) records. 

The new plan contemplates more complete and ac- 
curate records through more reliable indentification of 
all animals, both grade and pure bred. Special ear tags 
will be furnished from the bureau for this purpose, and 
this method of identification will make. it possible for the 
Bureau to maintain a registry of both grade and pure 
bred animals. Under this system, all cows, whether 
grade or pure bred, can be properly credited to their 
sires and dams, greatly extending the scope of the pres- 
ent proven sire analyses. This complete information on 
production records will be assembled in Washington, 
eventually covering all states when the system has been 
completed. It will provide a fund of reliable informa- 
tion which the breed associations should find of great 
value. 

Possibilities in the plan would seem to indicate event- 
ual replacement of the present breed herd tests, on a very 
much larger scale, and with correspondingly greater 
value from a breed standpoint. The money now being 
spent by the associations in supervising and recording 
these herd test records from month to month would go 
much farther in analysing and publishing the completed 
records as furnished by the Bureau. 


This very desirable change cannot be undertaken, 
however, until the new Bureau system has been extended 
to cover all states, because it would not be a workable 
procedure for a national breed association to recognize 
and accept C. T. A. records from part of the states and 
refuse them in others. It is likely to be a matter of some 
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years, therefore, before the new system will be gyf- 
ficiently perfected to permit our tying up with it in this 
way. It is, however, distinctly a development of great 
promise for the future. 

In the meantime, breeders should not consider thig 
possible future development as a reason or excuse for 
holding off from entry in the breed Herd Test. Even 
though you are now in C. T. A. and desire to continue, 
the Herd Test in conjunction with it gives you a perma- 
nent published record, gives national recognition to your 
herd and your breeding efforts, all at a very modest addi- 
tional cost. 

The value of year-after-year records is recognizeq by 
every breeder, both in C. T. A. and the Herd Test. 
Breeders who wait until the new Bureay plan is perfected 
before getting in shape to have their herd records 
nationally recognized will, therefore, be the losers, he- 
cause when that time comes, they will be starting from 
scratch, while the rest will have the jump on them by 
several years in the matter of continuous herd records, 

The Herd Test has shown a very fine increase in num- 
bers this year. The increase, however, should be much 
greater because the service it offers is sound and of real 
value to the owners of good producing herds. Full de.

Simple, Sincere, Consistent 


N the July 30 issue of Printer’s Ink, nationally known 
| advertising publication, we were interested to note as 
one of the feature articles an interview with Merton 
Moore on the methods they have used in promoting sales 
cf Calf Manna. Evidently the success of their merchan- 
dising efforts has attracted attention in the advertising 
field. 

The heading of the article was ‘‘Simple, Sincere, Con- 
sistent” and this seems to exemplify Merton Moore’s ad- 
vertising philosophy. In the article he cites experiences 
in selling Carnation Holsteins by mail. His method, 
proved successful through years of use, consists in writ- 
ing a straight forward message about an animal, telling 
the truth in such a way that it appeals to the buyer and 
at the same time convinces him that he is not taking any 
chance in his purchase, 

The same advertising philosophy was brought to bear 
in the Calf Manna advertising. Instead of stereotyped 
phrases of praise, they tell specifically what there is 
about it that is different and why it is to the advantage 
of the buyer to procure it. Carnation’s own successful 
experiences were recited. Departures from Nature’s 
method in pail feeding of milk were demonstrated, and 
the replacement value of Calf Manna in terms of milk 
values was stressed. Testimonials from satisfied users 
were presented. 

At this stage in the program, a booklet was prepared 
under the intriguing title—‘‘The Key to Successful Calf 
Raising.” Much thought and effort were put into this 
book to make it of real practical value to dairy herd 
owners. This booklet has had wide distribution, over 
20,000 requests for it being received within a few weeks 
of its announcement. 

Results, at the end of two years, as stated by Mr. 
Moore, include distribution of the product in every state 
in the Union and in 26 foreign countries, inspite of the 
then-existing depression and the fact that it was one of 
highest priced calf feeds ever put on the market. They 
would seem to substantiate Merton Moore’s theories of 
advertising and salesmanship. Perhaps there is a thought 
here that some of our readers could apply in their oWn 
merchandising efforts. 


Herd Classification 


UPT. NORTON calls attention to the rebirth of inter- 
S est in Herd Classification. This plan was just get 
ting nicely started when the depression struck and 
few breeders cared to pay out even the modest fees re 
quired for inspection. Now, the resumption of the work 
may be set down as further evidence that the depression 
is over. . 
This system of classification for type was really 12 
tended to provide a worthwhile service to the smaller 
breeders who might not be able to publicize widely thelr 
herds through the show ring. Under it, sires have siveD 
medal awards, based on the excellence of their daughters 
for type, and it was hoped that in this way many worth- 
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while aged sires might be uncovered and made available 
for other herds. The classification of the daughters 
would give prospective buyers a more definite idea of 
their ability along this line than pages of description. 


While no separate publication of the herd classifi- 
cations has been made, the rating of all Red Book and 
Blue Book animals that have been so classified appear 
with their record listings in these volumes. The sum- 
maries as given in Supt. Norton’s recent article show a 
very logical correlation between type and performance. 
We believe that the combination of continuous testing 
in the Herd Test and periodic Type Classification of the 
herd, makes a most practical program for our breeders 
large or small. 


Supt. Norton is considering the practicability of 
bringing together the official inspectors for a few days 
of intensive work. We think this would be well worth 
the expense, providing the present interest continues. It 
has been some years since the inspectors have been to- 
gether for study, and an opportunity to compare notes 
and observations. Such a conference would help to bring 
about better uniformity in application of the score card 
(which has been revised somewhat since this work 
started) and this is highly important. 


Perhaps the inspectors, after these years of experi- 
ence with the classification work, might be able to sug- 
gest some worthwhile changes in the rules which would 
add to its practical value. One in particular we feel is 
worthy of study. Several breeders have asked us if we 
did not think the rule disbarring further registration of 
male offspring of cows classified as Fair should be 
changed. It has seemed to us that high record cows 
of only Fair individual merit seem to have a tendency to 
find their way into the Good classification. The reason is 
the reluctance of the inspector to debar further registra- 
tion of males from such high record cows. If the rule 
were dropped such cows would find their true level of 
type without prejuidice. Sons of such cows would not be 
likely to be in demand as herd headers so perhaps the 
present purpose would be substantially served. This is 
only one of the questions that should be given consider_ 
ation in such a conference, and we are sure that the 
Board of Directors would welcome definite recommenda- 


tions based on the experience and observation of the in- 
spectors. 


Full details of the Classification work and the costs 
involved may be secured by writing Supt. Norton. We 
would be pleased to see a further expansion in this work. 





George Rasmussen 


ORD is received of the passing of Mr. George Ras- 
Wi mnussen at Copenhagen, Denmark, August 22, 1936, 

following an apoplectic stroke. Although only 63, 
he had long been a well known figure in the business life 
of Chicago, where he has resided since coming to this 
country from Denmark as a boy of fifteen. In 1899 he 
opened a grocery store which became the foundation of 
the National Tea Company, now operating 1225 stores in 
eight states. The development of this business was the 
monument of his business career. He served as its presi- 
dent until early in the present year, at that time resign- 
ing to become chairman of the Board of Directors. In 
1925 Mr. Rasmussen purchased an estate near Copenhagen, 
Where he has since been breeding and developing race 
horses. With Mrs. Rasmussen he was spending the sum- 
mer there, although they were about to return to their 
home here when his passing occurred. 


In the early twenties Mr. Rasmussen began purchasing 
farm property in the fertile Lake County section north of 
Chicago. These properties were consolidated into the 
Elmwood Farms, where with the active cooperation of his 
older son Robert, one of the outstanding Holstein herds 
of this country has been built up.

S we go to press comes word of the sudden death 
A of Art Klussendorf, superintendent of Vallevue 
Farm, Morristown, N. J. We regret that we have no 
details at this time, except the burial was on August 15. 
Although for some years identified with the Guernsey 
breed, he was known and loved by hundreds of Holstein 
breeders and herdsmen and has long been a familiar 
figure around the shows while the Holsteins were being 
judged, usually assisting some of the Holstein breeders 
in showing their groups. As a showman, he had few 
equals and his ability was recognized last fall when he 
was selected as Holstein judge at Maryland State Fair, 
where he officiated with great fairness and good judg- 
ment. 


His friend, Harry Strohmeyer, in reporting the sad 
news to us writes: ‘He will be missed on the show 
circuit as long as those of us who knew him will con- 
tinue to attend the fairs, which were always made more 
pleasant by frequent little contacts with the quiet, 


genial, unassuming personality that was Art Klussen- 
dorf’s. 


““A few of us who attended his funeral were having 
lunch together afterwards and it was felt that Art’s 
active life in the show ring was worthy of some fitting 
type of memorial. It was felt that a trophy of some kind 
to be awarded each year at the National Dairy Show to 
an outstanding showman would be the best way to per- 
petuate Art’s memory and to stimulate other showmen 
to emulate the splendid qualities which Art possessed.

Spent a very pleasant day with 
Fred Nichols at Osborndale Farm, 
Derby, Conn., following the Conn- 
ecticut gathering’ at Storrs. Two 
years since my last visit here, and 
they are certainly making nice prog- 
ress with the herd. Sir Bess Orms- 
by May, who died in July, has done 
a real job as a sire, and this is more 
and more appreciated as his daugh- 
ters come to maturity.

watch out for her record another 
year. She was the last one bred to 
Sir Bess before his death. 

“Joash”’ famous show son of Sir 
Bess Ormsby May, is scheduled to 
head the show herd again at Eastern 
States. He will be in good form, 
which is notice enough to the other 
aged bull contenders. In service also 
are Osborndale King Ormsby, son of 
Sir Bess, out of Lady Ormsby Fobes 
Educator, one of the great matrons 
of the herd, with her record of 1,- 
041.9 lbs. fat, 4.1% fat, and Osborn- 
dale Sir Floss Pontiac Inka, an out- 
standing senior yearling by Sir Piebe 
Inka May Fayne and out of old Floss 
Rag Apple Pontiac herself.

I had an interesting talk with 
Fred Nichols on the subject of feed- 
ing. He is feeding less protein than 
formerly — the present rations never 
running over 16% and often 12 to 
14%. He is using much early cut 
timothy hay, along with alfalfa. His 
home mixed grain ration is based on 
crushed or crumped oats, wheat bran, 
yellow hominy and oil meal. No cot- 
ton seed or soy bean meal is used. 
Beet pulp is an important part of the 
ration and corn silage. 

The calves are grown more ex- 
tensively on roughage than was the 
earlier practice. They are started on 
whole milk, shifted soon to skim, and 
get less grain and more hay than 
formerly. Beet pulp is a regular 
part of the calf ration. They are 
developing great deep bodies, and 
the heifers under this treatment we

Vaccination for Abortion Control

Vaccination renders the animal temporarily positive in 
the blood test, but this condition definitely clears up in 
most cases in about eight months. For this reason, he 
does not recommend at present the vaccination of mature 
animals in herds that are all negative to the blood test 
and having no serious abortion trouble. For cows on 
A. R. test, he feels vaccination might be a good precau- 
tion to insure their carrying their calves full terms. In 
such herds, however, he would institute a program of 
calf vaccination for future immunity. For herds that con- 
tain positive reactors or any abortion trouble he un- 
1eservedly recommends vaccination of the older animals 
also, before breeding. 


In Dr. Cleaves’ experience positive cows have a tend- 
ency to clear up and return to a negative status after 
vaccination. This is More than a ray of hope for the 
owners of valuable animals that have gone positive.. To 
my question as to whether vaccination of positive animals 
had a tendency to clear them up on blood test, he an- 
swered an unequivocal] ‘‘Yes.”’ 

Dr. Cleaves has been following closely the work the 
Federal Bureau is doing at Washington along these lines. 
They originated the experimentation with calf vaccina- 
tion and have now been working with it for about four 
years. Their experimental animals, vaccinated as calves, 
have successfully resisted all efforts to infect them. They 
have been exposed to all Manner of infection, from dis- 
eased animals, and from actual feeding of abortion 
germs, but they have resisted it, bred and calved regu- 
larly and still remain negative to the agglutination test. 
Dr. Cleaves believes their immunity will be permanent 
throughout their life-time. The Federal people are not 
yet ready to make that claim, but are now instituting 
much broader experimental work on the subject under 
practical every-day herd conditions. In New England, 
thirty herds have just been selected for this experimental 
work. All are herds showing at least 15% infection with 
Bang’s Disease. The calf vaccination program will be 
carried out, with blood tests to be made every four 
months. Dr. Cleaves is suggesting that the older animals 
in these herds also be vaccinated in order to make the 
experiment of the greatest possible value. 


One point that has ben raised in objection to vacci- 
nation has been that the injection of live cultures of the 
abortion germ may cause the vaccinated animal to give 
off abortion baccili in the milk. This has been one point 
raised in connection with the Washington experiment in 
calf vaccination, but Dr. Cleaves points that in that 
experiment definite efforts are constantly being made to 
infect the animals and that this may be the source of 
germs appearing in the milk, rather than the fact of their 
having been vaccinated. Dr. Cleaves also raises the 
question that it never has been conclusively proved 
that Bang’s abortion germs in milk are the cause of 
undulant fever. That is a much discussed question that 
we shall not attempt to argue here. 
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In answer to the question as to the future blood test 
status of vaccinated calves, Dr. Cleaves stated that in his 
experience 100% of them will be negative after six to 
eight monthe from vaccination. He also recommends vyac- 
cination of bull calves, expressing the belief that it tends 
to increase their fertility. One minor difficulty in con- 
nection with calf vaccination is the fact there seems to 
be no sure way of determining promptly whether or not 
the vaccination has “‘taken’’. The vaccine is rather de- 
licately adjusted and mistakes are possible. The U. S. 
Government men are working with their own formulas, 
which have not yet been made public and are not avail- 
able for private use at this time. In them, however, lies 
the great hope for the future in the successful control 
of this bovine scourge. 


Vaccine and Vaccination 


Veterinarians, as well as many herd owners, have 
always been more or less interested in the virtue of vac- 
cination in the control of Bang’s disease, infection and its 
sequels. During the past years there has been no great 
effort put forth by experiment station workers or others 
which has affored any information regarding the virtues 
of abortion vaccine. Many have, however, taken the 
stand to condemn its use on grounds or for reasons 
which appear not to have been well founded. At the 
present time, Dr. Cotton of the Bureau of Animal Indus- 
try Experiment Station is running some experiments with 
abortion vaccines, which experiments, it is believed, will 
result in the most valuable information on the subject 
which has been published. It is believed that this work 
when completed and published will bring out some facts 
which may be quite surprising to many who have vigor- 
ously condemned the use of the vaccine and vaccination. 
A check-up of vaccinations for Bang’s disease under field 
conditions, seems to prove completely and conclusively 
that many of the statements made relative to the failures 
and abuses of vaccine and vaccination have been made by 
a very misinformed or unenlightened group. 


Many monetary losses suffered in the past by reason 
of Bang’s disease infection and the attendant herd in- 
effciency, could have been greatly reduced and have been 
minimized by the judicious use of the proper vaccine and 
vaccination. Our observations of vaccinated herds 
checked by blood tests, indicate quite conclusively, that 
such vaccination has no detrimental effects whatsover on 
future blood testing and does not perpetuate the disease 
in the herd. It has been absolutely proven that the use 
of vaccine and vaccination does not cause an animal to be- 
come a permanent positive reactor. There is no known 
proof available that when a non-virulent viable vaccine 
is used, it produces the disease in an animal or herd. In 
fact, the findings are reverse, and there is a tendency 
towards positive animals returning to normal and re- 
maining normal, even though they are exposed to natural 
infection. Referring to vaccine and human health or the 
transmission of undulant fever to the human family, no 
positive evidence can be found that when a non-virulent 
vaccine had been used it at all affected the incidence of 
undulant fever. 


Vaccination of non-pregnant heifers with a non-viru- 
lent viable vaccine, has been practiced with the highest 
degree of success. Vaccinated non-pregnant heifers added 
or housed in badly infected premises failed to abort and 
the immunity so afforded by vaccination seemed to be of 
lasting or of long duration. It is believed that the vac- 
cination of calves to induce an immunity to Bang’s dis- 
ease, which subject is now being thoroughly investigated 
by Dr. Cotton, has a great future. It is also believed that 
he will find that vaccine containing a strain of low viru- 
lent viable organisms which he states confers as much 
immunity as a strain of pronounced virulence, has a great 
future and that possibly such immunization (having in mind 
that previous results or unpleasant features will not be the 
result of such immunization) will be one of the means 
whereby protection can be afforded. As Dr. Cotton states, 
the immunization results derived from the experiment 
strongly suggest that the vaccination of calves furnishes 
a logical plan for dealing with Bang’s disease in a class 
of herds from which the eradication of the malady by 
prompt elimination or segregation of reactors is imprac- 
tical, and at the same time enables stock owners to rear 
animals with increased resistance to the disease. Due to 
the fact that infection seems to be very easily introduced 
into clean herds and that negative non-exposed animals 
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are very susceptible it may be possible that calfhood vac- 
cination may be used to increase resistance to the dis- 
ease, even though the herd is maintained under the blood- 
testing program as freed from the disease.

OLD MAX VIEW DIES 


The death of Max View Model 
Fayne, due to complications follow- 
ing calving during the worst of the 
heat wave and at the age of 15 years, 
is just reported by Elmwood Farms, 
Deerfield, Ill., where she spent almost 
the last ten years of her life. She 
was the highest priced cow in the 
original Elmwood foundation, being 
purchased at the same time as Queen 
Bessie and for a slightly higher price, 
and many rank her next to Queen 
Bessie and Pearl Abbekerk Dixie in 
her influence on the herd. Just be- 
fore coming to Elmwood she broke 
the Ohio State Record for senior 
three-year-olds with 972.8 lbs. fat, 
made with 4.1% test, and her three 
tested daughters, including two as 
junior two-year-old in A and a Mma- 
ture cow in B, average just an ounce 
or so under 600 lbs. fat with 3.93% 
average test. One of her sons was 
sold to Japan a few years ago for 
$5,000 and is in service in the herd 
of the Imperial Household of that 
country. A younger son was re- 
served for service at Elmwood but 
died by the “hardware. route” last 
fall. Max View Model Fayne was 
classified Excellent and in her prime 
placed as high as third in the aged 
cow class at the National Dairy 
Show (1929). Of all the Elmwood 
Matrons, she was the favorite cow of 
the late Mr. George Rasmussen.

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Holsteins at Missouri 


Although conflicting in dates with 
Wisconsin State Fair, which at- 
tracted many of the travelling show 
nerds, Missouri State Fair had the 
largest dairy cattle show in several 
years, with 360 head of the various 
dairy breeds, and the quality, ac- 
cording to E. B. Pratt, Assistant 
Superintendent of Cattle, ‘was the 
pest in the past ten years. 

The Holstein classes, judged by 
Dean H. H. Kildee of Iowa State Col- 
lege, was mostly a battle between the 
Forum herd of H. O. Larsen, Dike, 
Iowa, and one of the two All-Bessie 
show herds from Elmwood Farms, 
Deerfield, Ill. Further competition 
was offered by Breezy Lane Farms, 
Garden City, Mo., and by six of the 
Missouri State Institutions, each 
showing under its own name, and 
six other Missouri exhibitors broke 
into the money occasionally. Larsen 
had considerably the best of the ar- 
gument, winning nine firsts and 
seven seconds, as wel] as all the 
championships except junior female. 
The latter went to Elmwood along 
with four firsts and four seconds. 
Breezy Lane was the only Missouri 
herd to capture a_ blue ribbon, 
scoring on a heifer calf. 

Forum Monogram was senior and 
grand champion bull, and sire of the 
first prize Get, which included the 
junior champion bull calf, Sir 
Bessie Monogram. Johanna Tidy 
Vale Lady, Reserve All-American 
two-year-old in 1934 and now show- 
ing in four-year-old form, won the 
aged cow class and was senior and 
grand champion, for Forum. Bessie 
Ormsby Onyx, the senior yearling 
that was junior champion at Illinois, 
repeated here for Elmwood. 

An interesting feature of the show 
was a “Black and White Class,” on 
the order of the Jersey Parish Shows, 
with four districts competing with 
community exhibits. The Western 
Missouri District from Independence 
won this interesting class. 

In the junior show, Paul Selken 
of Sedalia won all the Holstein 
classes, including group of five of any 
age from one county. Other juniors 
in the money were John F. Bluhm, 
Charles W. Bluhm, David White and 
Van Ray White, all of Smithton, 
Harold Imgarten of Brunswick and 
Richard Deters of Bowling Green. 
There were 20 Holsteins, 16 Jerseys 
and 5 Guernseys in the junior show, 
which was 50 per cent larger and 
of better quality than last year. The 
junior show is open to Future 
Farmers of America, Vocational 
Agriculture students and 4-H boys 
and girls.

Alvin -P. Allen, Oshkosh, Wis., 
writes that his litle girl’s calf club 
heifer, Lula Belle Inka May of Allen- 
by, was classified as Excellent at the 
recent All-Wisconsin Production 
Show at Appleton, Wis. The dam of 
the calf is a Wisconsin Gold Medal 
cow, which means that she produced 
over a ton of fat in five years. He 
reports that she has averaged 477 
lbs. fat a year for five years on two- 
time milking and has produced a calf 
every 12 months. Mr. Allen writes 
that his young son showed a bull 
calf, Ormsby Femco Royal Piebe., 
that was classified Good Plus. This 
is said to be the first calf sired bv 
Femco Royal, famous son of Sir 
Inka May from the twice 1,200-Ib. 
fat producer, Femco Johanna Bess 
Fayne. The dam of the calf, Femco 
Charcoal Ormsby Piebe, with well 
over 600 lbs. fat as a two-year-old, 
is now on test in Class B in the herd 
of V. L. Smith, Central City, Iowa 
and reported as making a nice record. 
Mr. Allen writes that the Production 
Show was the biggest cow-day ever 
held in Wisconsin, with 452 head of 
dairy cattle actually exhibited and 
150 Holsteins in the aged cow class 
in the ring at one time, their records 
averaging clase to 500 lbs. fat each. 
We have been hoping to get a more 
complete report of this gigantic af- 
fair, which was sponsored by the 
Wisconsin State Dairymen’s Associa- 
tion. 

Fdward P. Doyle, Rosemount, 
Minn., reports the sale of his herd 
sire, Sir Segis Homestead Boy, to 
Carleton College, Northfield, Minn.. 
where he is heading their show herd 
this fall. His first appearance was at 
Cannon Valley Fair where he was an 
easy grand champion winner. While 
in the Rosedawn herd of Mr. Doyle, 
Sir Segis Homestead Boy, now six 
vears old, was first and champion at 
several county fairs, having been 
shown each year since calfhood. In 
the Rosedawn herd he has sired sev- 
eral daughters and sons that have 
done well at various local fairs, and 
leaves behind him a string of very 
promising daughters. He will be 
given an opportunity for wider serv- 
ice in the Carleton College herd, He 
is being succeeded by a son of King 
Bessie, and one of his sons at Rose- 
dawn. 
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Following are a few brief notes 
taken on the occasion of a vacation 
trip through southern, southwestern 
and western New York, with occa- 
sional stops at points of Holstein 
interest. 


At C. C. Bennett’s 


Mr. Bennett has a fine farm just 
outside of Homer (suburb of Cort- 
land) which I have often admired in 
passing but never before visited. This 
is probably New York’s leading herd 
in Class C of Advanced Registry. The 
26 milking cows are all of his own 
breeding and include the second high 
senior three-year-old on the Honor 
List last year in the 305-day division, 
with 515.2 Ibs. fat; also an old foun- 
dation cow that has at least twice ex- 
ceeded 15,000 lbs. milk in a year. A 
high testing herd, many 4% testers. 
The herd sire, from Tom _ Dent’s 
Springbank herd, sired by Springbank 
Aristocrat, famous son of “Countess” 
and out of the highest record sister to 
“Countess,” is making a good fight to 
recover from a series of operations to 
remove a foreign body from his in- 
sides. Lots of nice calves, the bulls 
selling readily to local buyers and as 
far away as Vermont. Mrs. Bennett’s 
lovely flower garden suffering from 
the drought this summer as were the 
farm crops. 


Westlawn Farms 

Had a nice visit with Harry Mack, 
manager of Senator Hill’s Westlawn 
Farms in the outskirts of Johnson 
City. One of the nicest dairy herds I 
know for big, strong milky looking 
cows with nice udders. They produce 
lots of milk and have trouble in keep- 
ing it below 4%. Herd headed by a 
King Bessie son from a Creator grand- 
daughter that has over 800 Ibs. fat and 
his first calves indicate that this bull 
is the answer to their problem. His 
oldest daughter in the herd is about 
as nice a junior heifer calf as I have 
seen, but of course needs a bit more 
age to show this fall. Westlawn 
brought out the first prize aged cow 
at Syracuse last fall and they have a 
son of her in service along with the 
Bessie bull. 

Olcott Farms 

Over beyond Elmira at Big Flats, 
the Oleott Bros. are building a real 
herd of producers. Decorating their 
office walls are no less than ten 
Honor Roll certificates from the Na- 
tional Dairy Association and if I am 
not mistaken the last five or six all 
showed herd averages above 350 lbs. 
fat. They have recently purchased a 
Carnation bull, Sir Inka May 44th, out 
of a 800-lb. fat daughter of Matador 
Segis Ormsby. 

At James Young’s 


Jim Young of Angelica has one of 
the good herds of Allegany County. 
Here I saw a junior heifer calf that 
is a close rival for the one at West- 
lawn. She is the Calf Club project of 
Jim, Jr., and is a daughter of Sir 
Inka May 32d from a daughter of King 
Bessie 27th. These two sires are im- 
portant cogs in the Bull Association 
of which Jim Young is a member. Jim 
has been doing production testing in 
DHIA almost continuously since 1912

and has built up some real life time 
records and some great brood cow 
families. 


Cowles & Son 


Among the hills south of Chautau- 
qua Lake, George S. Cowles & Son 
have built an outstanding herd. For 
years they have been doing DHIA 
testing and have probably proven 
more sires by the government plan 
than any other breeder in the state. 
Among their great lifetime producers 
is “Old Blanche” with over 4,500 lbs. 
fat in her first nine lactations and 
promising to go over the’ 65,000-lb. 
mark this year in her tenth lactation. 
She has three daughters in the herd 
that have produced over 500 lbs. fat 
each in a year and she is a daughter 
of the old Lefa May cow, who broke 
the world record for 17-year-old cows 
back in the old days of short time 
testing. Man-O-War Lassie, a _ full 
brother to the several times All- 
American Produce, is doing a good job 
in service here. A son of Carnation 
Sensation from an 800-lb. fat daughter 
of Creator is siring the best type heif- 
ers in the herd today and the best 
production appears to be coming from 
the daughters of Dad Boast Best Segis 
Kimpre, a Winterthur-bred son of 
“Dad.” Harold Cowles, junior mem- 
ber of the firm, is a director of the 
State Holstein Association and one of 
our keenest young breeders. He was 
building himself a house just across 
the road from ancestral home I gath- 
ered was about to bring a new part- 
ner into the firm to help occupy it. 


Card Farms 


Over on the Lake Erie side of 
Chautauqua County at Fredonia is the 
Henry Card herd which a couple of 
vears ago set a new mark in Herd 
Test for B-C herd of 20 cows or bet- 
ter, with 553.4 Ibs. fat. The herd came 
back last year with 508.4 Ibs. fat on

King Bessie 20th, a 1,000-lb. fat son 
of King Bessie, has also left his mark 
on this herd. Mr. Card reports that 
the grape crop, the main industry at 
Card Farms, promises to be a failure 
this vear due to drought. 
Yates Farms 

Following Route 20 north we soon 
come to Yates Farms and here I was 
fortunate in that Mr. Yates drove in 
from Buffalo for his daily inspection 
of the herd just as I arrived, and with 
Supt. Howard Cobb we looked the 
herd over together. I am frank to 
say I have never seen the Yates herd 
looking better than it does this sum- 


mer. Old General Posch is still the 
generalissimo of the staff of herd 
sires at coming nine years old. This 


son of Johanna Rag Apple Pabst has 
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a fine lot of great producing daughters 
back in Canada where he spent his 
first years of service under the name 
of Montvic Rag Apple Pabst and his 
oldest daughters at Yates Farms are 
now milking in their first lactations. 
It is contrary to the general rule at 
Yates Farms to run first calf heifers 
on A. R. test, but they are doing it 
this year with a couple of the Gen. 
eral daughters. Both were five or six 
months along on test and the barn 
sheet showed that both milked 60 tbs. 
and better the day before I was there. 
There are a dozen or more other 
daughters of General Posch milking 
heavily on regular two-time dairy 
work and the entire lot will go on A. 
R. test in later lactations, probably 
most of them next year. The baby 
Generals look like the real thing, too. 
Many of the old time foundation ma- 
trons of the herd had passed on since 
my last visit, but their places are 
being well filled by animals of their 
own breeding. 





Assisting old General in service are 
three of his sons, Sir Pedro Posch, 
out of the fourth member of the world 
champion six-generation group, the old 
Lady Roberts family; Senator Posch, 
out of Vera Colantha Posch (972 Ibs. 
fat at 4 yrs.), who completes a three- 
generation group all above 935 Ibs. 
fat; and Emperor Posch, out of Bess 
Creamelle Colantha Posch, whose rec- 
ord of 1,124.8 lbs. fat was until re- 
cently the largest ever made in New 
York State by any cow of any age or 
breed. Along with old General and 
the three young Generals, they have 
in service Prince Oscar Posch, who 
represents the fifth generation in the 
direct male line from old Count Echo 
Posch, with great production in every 
line. 


After Mr. Yates left, Howard Cobb 
and I went over the barns across the 
road where the 1936 show herd was 
just being fitted for New York State 
Fair. I was much impressed with 
this show string but as the fair will 
be over almost before this appears in 
print, will refer our readers to the 
report of the fair, soon to be pub- 
lished, for a description of the show 
herd. 


Judge Knoell’s Herd 


Darkness was falling by the time 
we got away from Yates Farms and as 
we were still some 200 miles from 
home, had to pass up the hoped for 
visit with Judge Charles J. Knoell 
at Tonawanda and the inspection of 
his herd up on the Lewiston road. The 
Knoell herd has been knocking off 
herd averages well above 400 Ibs. fat 
every year in DHIA for quite a num: 
ber of years. For some time we have 
been hearing about the class of the 
young offspring of King Bessie 
Ormsby Fayne and we wanted to see 
them. This young sire is a son of 
King Bessie and is a full brother to 
the famous Henry bull in Canada, 
who, we hear, is starting to current

Samson & Sons and Wait Farms with 
practically full strings, and numerous 
small exhibits to make up the usual 
fine list of County Herds and DHIA 
exhibits. 

Harry Yates, owner of Yates Farm, 
is offering special prizes amounting 
to $175 for Holstein bulls of his 
breeding that have been sold_ to 
other herds. As there are a large 
number of these bulls all through the 
East, the competition should be of 
considerable interest.

ation, which closed June 19, Was. 
the largest in the history of the or- 
ganization. 

Thirty-four states were repre- 
sented and there also were dele. 
gates from Washington, D. C., ang 
Canada. Mr. and Mrs. T. S. Belj- 
air, of Australia, attended the 
meeting. Pennsylvania led in regig- 
tration with 65 members. New 
York followed with 50. There were 
24 from the District of Columbia. 
Other large groups were from Illi- 
nois with 21, Ohio 19, New Jersey 
17, Wisconsin 14, Michigan 12, and 
Massachusetts and Missouri 19 
each. Eight from Canada attended. 

About 125 speakers were heard 
at the various sessions. Seventeen 
papers were presented in the ex. 
tension section, 47 in the manufac- 
turing section, and 50 in the pro- 
duction section. Dr. H. A. Ruehe, 
president jof the association, pre- 
sided at the general sessions; EK. J. 
Perry, New Jersey College of Agri- 
culture, at the extension section; 
Hampshire, production; and L. M. 
Thurston, West Virginia Univer- 
sity, manufacturing. Dr. R. D. Het- 
zel, president of the Pennsylvania 
State College, made the address of 
welcome. 

Methods of dairy extension teach- 
ing in a number of states were ex- 
hibited. There were several import- 
ant conferences on dairy cattle and 
ice cream judging and _ chemical 
methods for analysis of milk and 
dairy products.
